S.O. 2716. — Whereas a draft of the Sheekakai Powder 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1971 was published, as required 
by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Mark- 
ing) Act, 1973 (I of 1973), at pages 2221—2223 of the 
Gazette of India, Part 11, Section 3, sub-section (ii), dated 
the 17th June, 1972 with the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Agriculture, (Depnitmcnt of 
Agriculture). No. S.O. 1428 dated the 11th April, 1972, 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely 
to be affected thereby till the 16th July, 1972. 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 17th June, 1972 ; 

And whereas no objection or suggestion has been received 
from the public by the Central Government ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely ; — 

1. Short title and application. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Sheekakai Powder Grading and Marking Rules, 
1973. 

(2) They shall apply to Sheekakai Powder prepared in 
Tndia. 

2. Definitions. — Tn these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires, — 

(a) “Sheekakai Powder” means the produce obtained by 

grinding pods of Acacia Concinna ; 

(b) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser" means the Agri- 

cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government 
India. 

(c) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these 

rules, 

(d) "Authorised packer” means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a certificate of Autho- 
risation by 'the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Govt, of India for getting the commodity graded 
and Agmarked in aceoi dance with grade stand- 
ards and procedure prescribed under the rules. 

3. Grade designations. — Grade designations to indicate the 
quality of sheekakai powder shall be as set out in Column 
1 of Schedule I. 

4. Definition of quality — The quality of sheekakai powder 
indicated by the respective grade designations shall be as 
set out against each grade designation in column 2 to 5 of 
Schedule I. 

5. Grade designation marks, — (I) The grade designation 

marks in the case of sheekakai powder packed in polythene 

73 G of 1/73—6 
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or papers bags shall consist of a design incorporating the 
number of certificate of authorisation, the word ‘Agrnark’ 
and the guide approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) The grade designation mark in case of sheekakai pow- 
der packed in containers of jute or cloth as also in con- 
tainers in which sealed polythene bags or paper cortons of 
graded sheekakai powder are packed, shall consist of a 
label, specifying the grade designation and bearing the design 
(consisting of an outline map of India with the word ‘Agmark’ 
and the figure of rising sun, with the words ‘Produce of 
India* and 'AnTrfriT 4 r l i r^ 5 * 7 r > resembling the one as set out 
in Schedule II. 

6. Method of Marking.. — (1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely affixed to or printed on each container in 
a manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the follow- 
ing particulars shall also be oiearly and indelibly marked on 
each container, namely : — 

(a) Date of packing in code or plain letters. 

(b) Lot number, and 

(c) Net weight, 

(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining the prior 
approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, mark his 
private trade mark on a container, in a manner approved 
by the said officer, provided that the private trade mark 
does not represent a quality or grade different from that 
indicated by the grade designation mark affixed to or printed 
on the container in accordance with these rules. 

7. Method of packing. — (1) Only sound, new, clean and 
dry containers, made of Polythene, jute, cloth or paper bags 
shall be used for packing sheekakai powder and they shall 
be free from insect infestation or fungus contamination and 
free from undesirable smell and these shall be closed and 

sealed in a manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser. 

(2) When more than one packet is put in a large container 
all the packets shall bear Agmark labels and outer container 
shall also bear Agmark Label. 

8. Special condition of Certificate of Authorisation. — In 

addition to the conditions specified in rule 4 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1937, the following special 

conditions shall also be observed by the authorised packers 
to the satisfaction of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(1) An authorised packer shall provide such facilities as 
may be necessary to the Inspecting Officers duly authorised 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser in this behalf to dis- 
charge their duties under these rules. 

(2) An authorised packer shall make such arrangements 

for testing Sheekakai Powder as may be specified and samples 
of Sheekakai powder shall be forwarded to such control 

laboratory us may be notified from time to time by the 

Agricultural Marketing Adviser.

award of the Central Government Industrial 'Tri- 
bunal, Dhanbad, in Reference No. 44 of 1960, 
published with the notification of the Government 
of India in the late Ministry of Labour and Em- 
ployment No. S.O. 2955 dated the 7th December, 
1961? If not, to what relief arc the workmen en- 
titled ?” 

2. This reference case had a protracted career. It came 
to the file of this tiibunal on 29-12-1966. 'I here is an order 
of the Tribunal relating to representation of the parties m- 
vohed in the reference ease dated 19-6-1967. Against that 
order the then management went before the High Court 
at Calcutta in its Writ jurisdiction and the matter was thus 
pending before the High Court. After the disposal of the 
wiit petition the Tribunal took up the case on 29-8-1972. 
In the meantime the parties had filed a memorandum ot 
compromise on 11-7-1972 before the record of the reference 
ease could be obtained fiom the High Court at Calcutta. 
Thctc were certain legal difficulties in recording the compro- 
mise for, there had been no representation according to law 
in the proceedings of the reference case of the workmen 
involved in the case. That irregulnt ity, however, had to be 
removed by the workmen by filling a letter of authority law- 
fully made and subscribed by them in favour of an official 
of the union that represented tho workmen involved in this 
case being mcmbeis of such union. After the representa- 
tion was regularised the tribunal took up the matter for 
disposal. 

3. The Custodian of the colliery appeared on 7-5-1973. 
So, (he Union of India, Ministry of Mines and Steels rc- 
picscntcd by the Secretary, Department of Mines, was made 
a party to this reference with effect from 7-5-1973. The 
workmen thiough Sri S. Das Gupta, Secretary, Indian 
National Mine Workers’ Federation appeared on 9-7-1973 
and filed authority. 

4. Both the parties now adopt the momorandum ol 
eompiomisc filed on 11-7-1972, The workmen involved in 
(his dispute appearing through Sri S. Das Gupta having had 
adopted the compromise, the petition recording the contpto- 
mlse has been signed by Sri Das Gupta. The Custodian 


5 On going through the compromise petition, 1 find the 
terms me fair, legal and beneficial to the interest of both 
the parties. Accordingly, the compromise is recorded and 
and an award in terms thereof be and hereby rendered. The 
memorandum of compromise shall form part of the award.

AWARD 

This is a reference under Section 10(l)(d) of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act, 1947 (hereinafter called the Act). 

The question referred to this Tribunal is: — 

"Whether the management of North Jhagrakhand Col- 
liery of Messrs Jhagrakhand Collieries (Private) 
Eimted, Post Office Jhagrakhand Colliery, District 
Surguja (Madhya Pradesh), was justified in termi- 
nating the services of Shri N. M. Kar, Surveyor, 
with effect from the 10th November, 1970? If not, 
to what relief is the workman entitled?" 

Shri N. M. Kar was appointed as Surveyor in the North 
Jhagrakhand Colliery (hereinafter called the management) 
on 2-8-1945 and he worked in that capacity for nearly 25 
years. It was alleged on behalf of the workman that he 
was transferred from the North Jhagrakhand Colliery to 
West Jhagrakhand Colliery in June 1970 when he was about 
to retire and when he was on medical leave. He made an 
appeal to the management for reconsideration of its afore- 
said order and requested that he be allowed to continue to 
work in the North Jhagrakhand Colliery bill the manage- 
ment did not accede to his request and ultimately his ser- 
vices were terminated by the management’s letter dated 
10-11-1970 when he was still on medical leave, It was 
further contended that the management had terminated the 
services of Shri ;Xar at the fag end of his service only wilh 
a vjew to avoid the payment of benefits of voluntary re- 
tirement which he would have otherwise got. It was con- 
tended on behalf of the management that Shri Kar’s service, 
under the circumstances, was properly terminated. His 
Certificate for Surveyor lost its validity on 6-11-1970 and 
the management terminated his service on 10-11-1970. It 
was further contended by the management that the workman 
was liable to be transferred from one department to an- 
other and West Jhagrakhand Colliery is situated at a dis- 
tance of only 2 1/2 miles from the North Jhagrakhand 
Colliery, There was no intention on the part of the 
management to hurrnss Shri Kur and (he Association’s alle- 
gations that Shri Kar was transferred with the intention 
of depriving him of his legitimate dues was incorrect and 
unfounded. it was further contended that there was no 
provision of retirement benefits either statutorily or volun- 
tarily at the Colliery. Since Shri Kar had no valid Certi- 
ficate the termination of his service was justified under the 
provisions of Coal Mines Regulations. The conciliation 
proceedings ended in failure before the Regional Labour 
Commissioner (Central) Jabalpur and thereafter the dispute 
was referred to this Tribunal. 

It was contended, infer alia, on behalf of the management 
that Shri Kar was not a workman within the meaning of 
Section 2(s) of the l.D. Act. Shri Kar was a Surveyor 
"holding a position Supervisory cadre” and was drawing a 
basic salary of Rs. 705 per month and his total emoluments 
including other allowances were about 850 p.ni. and conse- 
quently there could be no Industrial dispute between the 
parties within the meaning of the Act. 

It was denied on behalf of the woikman that he was 
drawing total wages amounting to Rs. 850. It was, further 
contended that the workman was not employed in a super- 
visory capacity. He was employed in a technical capacity 
and his duty was essentially of a technical and manual 
nature and no part of it was supervisory. The question 
whether a Surveyor was a “workinun” within the meaning 
of Section 2(s) of the Act was considered by the Central 
Government Industrial Tribunal, Calcutta in Case No. 47 
of 1971 between the management of Ramganj Collieries 
and theh workmen (published In the Government of India 
Gazelle, Part II dated May 13, 1972), The learned Presid- 
ing Officer of the Tribunal alter dealing wilh the question 


in a very elaborate and well considered Award came to 
the conclusion that ‘Surveyor’’ was not a “workman” with- 
in the meaning of Section 2(s) of the Act. Rule 46 of the 
Mines Rules says: — 

“Person holding position of supervision or Management 
. , . .for the purpose of Section 37, the following 
shall be deemed to be person holding position of 
supervision or Management or employed in a 
confidential capacity: (e) Surveyor /Asstt. Surveyor. 

Under Regulation 2(20) of the Coal Mines Regulations, 
a surveyor is included within the category of “offi- 
cial”. An official is defined under the said Regu- 
lation as a “a person appointed in writing by the 
Ownei, Agent or the Manager performing duties 
of supervision in a mine or part theieof and in- 
cludes a Surveyor”. 

In the Mines Rules read wilh Section 37 of the Mines 
Act, a Surveyor shall be deemed to be person 
holding position of supervision”. 

The aforesaid rules and the provisions of Section 37 of 
the Mines Act were fully considered in the aforesaid award 
of the Calcutta Tribunal, I fully agree with the reasons of the 
learned Presiding Officer in coming to the conclusion that 
a Surveyor is not a "workman” within the meaning of the 
expression as defined in Section 2(s) of the Act. In this 
view of the matter, since Shri Kar was not a workman 
there could be no industrial dispute between him and the 
management. 1 consequently hold that the reference to 
this Tribunal is misconceived and is contrary to law. 

Even though it is not necessary, in view of my finding 
that the reference is not maintainable, I may briefly deal 
with merits of the case. The parties did not lead any oral 
evidence. The management filed some documents on 

18- 12-1972. These documents were not specifically denied 
on behalf of the workman. It was stated by the manage- 
ment in its written statement that Shri 'Kar informed the 
management by his application dated 12-7-1969 that as per 
Coal Mines Regulations he had attained the age of super- 
annuation and lurther added that his Surveyors Certificate 
also had lost its validity. He prayed that bis son Shri S. 
Kar who also posscsed a Surveyor’s Certificate be given 
the post of Surveyor in North Jhagrakhand Colliery. The 
management acceding to the request of Shri Kar and ap- 
pointed his son as Surveyor by its letter dated 19-8-1969. 
Shri Kar’s services were terminated by the management’s 
letter dated 23-8-1969, He was, however, allowed to conti- 
nue in employment till the date of joining of his son but 
the latter eventually did not join the service. Meanwhile 
Shri Kar informed the managemen by his letter dated 

19- 9-1969 that the Director General of Mines Safety, 

Dhanbad had allowed him to appear for medical exami- 
nation on 4-10-1969 at Dhanbad. On 28-11-1969 Shri Kar 
submitted a letter stating that he had received a certificate 
of fitness dated 6-11-1969 from the Director General of 
Mines Safety. On the basis of the aforesaid intimation by 
Shri Kar the management cancelled its earlier older termi- 
nating Shri Kar’s service and he was allowed to work us 
a Surveyor. He, however, did not submit the Certificate 
of fitness to the management. Thereafter Shri ,'Kar was 
transferred from North Jhagrakhand Colliery to West 
Jhagrakhand Colliery as mentioned above. Shri Kar ab- 
sented himself from work from 23-6-1970 on his own 
accord and left Ihc Collieiy on 12-8-1970 on the plea that 
his health was deteriorating and he wanted to consult the 
specialist. Thereafter nothing was heard from him. It 

was contended on behalf of the management that in view 
of his long absence and the further fact that his Certificate 
of fitness had lost its validity on 6- 1 J -1970 the manage- 
ment had no other alternative but to terminate the services 
of Shri Kar. The aforesaid allegations made by the 
management were not fully and specifically denied on be- 
half of the workman in his rejoinder. All that was stated 
was: — 

“It is admitted that Shri Kar was employed as a 
Surveyor and worked from 1945. It is also ad- 
mitted that he acquired a Surveyor’s Certificate as 
requiied by law. It is, however, denied that his 
services were terminated on 23-8-1969. In fact 
Shri Kar had continued in his employment till 
23-6-1970. It is also admitted that Shri Kar was 
translcired to West Jhagiakhand Collieiy. He, 
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however, could not join because he had fallen sick 
. . . . Inspite of this, the manage- 

ment terminated the employment of Shri [Kar 
without giving him any opportunity to join the 

services or to show that he was really ill. The 

order of termination is clearly illegal”. 

It was categorically stated, as mentioned above, on behalf 
of the management that Shri Kar had himself said in his 
application dated 1 2-7- 1 969 that he had attained the age 
of superannuation and that his Surveyor’s Certificate had 
also lost its validity. He had prayed that his son he ap- 
pointed as a Surveyor in the Colliery. His son, however, 
did not join the service of the Colliery. Shri Kar again 
wrote to the management that his Certificate of fitness had 

been renewed bnt that Certificate was not sent to the 

management and thereafter he continued to remain absent 
from his post of duty. The aforesaid allegations were not 
denied on behalf of the workman. I see no reason why 
the allegations made on behalf of the management should 
not be believed. There is nothing on the record to indi- 
cate that Shri Kar had sent a second Certificate of fitness 
to the management as was stated by him in his letter dated 
6-11-1969. It has been admitted on behalf of the workman 
that Shri Kar was continuously absent from his post of 
duty ever since January 1970 and under these circums- 
tances the management was justified in terminating his 
services with effect from 10-11-1970. The workmen is, 
therefore, not entitled to any relief on merits of the case 
as well. 

It may further be stated that Shri Gulab Gupta who 
represented the workman did not appear before the Tri- 
bunal on the last date of the hearing of the case. At first 
it was staled by Shri R. K. Gupta who appeared for Shri 
Gulab Gupta that according to the information received 
from a third person Shri Kar was ill and therefore the case 
should be adjourned. When the prayer for adjournment 
was disallowed then an application was made praying for 
adjournment. On 21-6-1973, 26-7-1973- was fixed for evi- 
dence and final hearing at Jabalpur. A notice intimating 
the aforesaid dale viz. 26-7-1973 was sent by registered 
post to the General Secretary, Association of India Mine 
Surveyors. Dhanbad which was received by the addressee 
on 25-6-1973. T he workman’s case was sponsored by the 
aforesaid Association and in fact Shri Gulab Gupta who 
represented the Association did not file any letter of autho- 
rity in his favour by the Association. The Association had 
ample notice of the next date fixed for hearing of the case. 
The allegations in the aforesaid application dated 3-8-1973 
that "no notice was issued by this Tribunal cither to the 
aforesaid Union or to the workman concerned" is, to say 
the least wrong. It appeared to me that all that Shri 
Gulab Gupla, the representative of the workman, was doing 
was to prolong the hearing of the case. He neither 
appeared before this Tribunal on 26-7-1973 nor on 27-7-73 
and when he anticipated that the case will be taken up on 

28-7-1973 he made another effort to get the hearing ad- 

journed. It may be that neither the Association nor the 
workman were interested in the case before the Tribunal. 

For the reasons mentioned I hold that the reference to 
this Tribunal is not maintainable and further that the 

management was justified in terminating the services of 
Shri N. M. Kar Surveyor with effect from 10th November, 
1970 and he is not entitled to any relief. I mukc niy 

award accordingly. I make no order as to costs.

In case the award is 
not made within the period aforementioned, the reference to 
the arbitration shall stand automatically cancelled and we shall 
be free to negotiate for fresh arbitration.

S.O. 2752. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 5 of the Iron Ore Mines Labour Welfare 
Cess Act, 1961 (58 of 1961), read with rule 31 of the Eon 
Ore Mines Labour Welfare Cess Rules, 1963, the Central Gov- 
ernment hereby specifies the Additional Labour Commissioner, 
Government of Mysore, Bangalore to be the Iron Ore Mines 
Cess Commissioner who shall be responsible for the assess- 
ment and collection of the cess levied under the said Act 
in the State of Mysore with effect from the forenoon of the 
24th Ajrril, 1973 and makes the following amendment in the 
notification of the Government of India in the late Ministry 
of Labour and Employment No. S.O. 2790 dated the 19th 
September, 1963, namely : 


In the Schedule to the said notification, against item 5, 
in column (1) for the entry “Joint Labour Commis- 
sioner, Bangalore” the entry “Additional Labour 
Commissioner, Bangalore” shall be substituted. 

Explanatory Memorandum 

In the late Ministry of Labour and Employment notification 
No, S.O. 2790 dated 19-9-63 read with notification No. S.O. 
2340 dated 3-5-71, the Joint Labour Commissioner, Government 
of Mysore, Bangalore was specified to be the Iron Ore Mines 
Cess Commissioner, for purposes of assessment and collection 
of the cess levied under the Iron Ore Mines Labour Welfare 
Cess Act, 1961 (58 of 1961) in the State of Mysore with effect 
from the forenoon of the 1st February, 1971. The post 
of Joint Labour Commissioner, Government of Mysore has 
been redesignated as Additional Labour Commissioner by the 
Government of Mysore with effect from the 24th April, 
1973. As, such it has become necessary to specify the Addi- 
tional Labour Commissioner, Government of Mysore as the 
Iron Ore Mines Cess Commissioner for the purposes of assess- 
ment and collection of the cess levied under the aforesaid 
Act with effect from 24th April, 1973. In the instant case 
change in the nomenclature of the post from the 24th April, 
1973 makes it inevitable to give retrospective effect to this 
notification. By this action nobody’s interest would be pre- 
judicially affected.
